The elevator people were unable to 
defeat W. T. Baker at the annual election, but 
succeeded. in checkmgting him in his first 
move yesterday.

less than $10 nor more than $1,000, or confined 
in the County Jail not exceeding one year, or 
both; and all contracts made in violation of this 
section shall be considered gambling contracts

The expression of the officers of the San 
Francisco Produce Exchange is unanimous.

Two years ago 
and on other occasions the ablest lawyers 
whom they could get made their appearance 
at Springfield and argued before committees 
of the General Assembly in behalf of a con- 
‘yéntion and a new Constitution. They spoke 
bitterly of “ iron-bound clauses and inflexible 
provisions” which “interfered with their 
clients“ and ‘they lauded the Constitution of 
1848, under which the Legisiature could do 
whatever it chose for the benefit of cor- 
porations. 

“The railroads and vatious other corporations 
are no pleased with the present Constitution, 
partlybécause’ they are-subject to regulations 
which tre irksome and partly because a street 
railway company ¢annot go to the Legislature 
‘and have its franchises extended for three- 
quarters of acentury. A railroad cannot go 
there and secure a gift of the Lake-Front. 
A gas company cannot go there and get 
special privileges. ' 

If the power were placed im the hands of 
these corporations which are said to be fight- 
ing @ constitutional convention they would 
haveamow Constitution Im force today, and 
it would be as “‘ liberal’’ a one as the ablest 


corporation lawyer could draft. The corpora- 


tions are as eageras the iaxeaters and the 
boodlers are.to have a new organic law, and 
they will be much amused by this allegation 
that “their. influence is solidly arrayed 
against the proposed cn vention.” 

' Phe senior Demooratic organ says itis for 
a convention, Theh ft‘ should state Ispecifi- 
cally why it is for one instead of appealing to 
members of the Legislature to vote for a con- 
‘vention on the untrue ground that the naughty 
corporations are opposed to it. It should 
state an detail the various things which ought 
to be done, which a majority of the people 
Want to have done, but which cannot be done 
watil the Constitution is changed.

ALTGELD AS A: BORROWER. 

The Governor of Illinois says in an inter- 
view printed in yesterday's paper: 

No Treasurers have been removed from the 
Lincoln and Anna asylums. Nor is there a word 
of truth in this talk: if you will think a moment 
you will see the absurdity of it. If I wanted to 
use public funds I would not have ordered all of 
the surplus in the possession of the various insti- 
tutions turned’ into the Stete Mreasury. These 
funds were in the hands of men whose appoint- 
ment I could control and all of whom were 
friendly. ButI refused to use a cent of the 
‘State's money and ordered every dollar turned 
back into the Treasury, amounting to several 
hundred thousand dollars, 1 did borrow $5.000, 
not of Foley, but of the Lincoln National Bank, 
in which Foley has. only $10,000 of stock, the 
bank being practically owned and controlled by 
aman is a strong Republican. The loan 
drew 6 cont interest, was for only forty days, 
and was on first-class security, upon which [ had 
borrowed. from Chicago banks before. It was 
purely a business transaction, such as eny man 
might have with a bank,

It is not the business of physicians in charge 
of lunatic asylums to negotiate loans for the 
Governor. 

Few will believe ae the Governor would | 
have goné toa bank in Anna of in Lincoln 
for accommodation if State funds had not 
Been deposited in them. The most natural 
course for hini to pursue as “a bdusiness- 
man” would be to borrow at Chicago, where 
the value of the collateral he off ered was wel 
understood, or at Springfield, waich has sev- 
eral banks with abundant capital, and where 
he himself resides. ; 

A person of delicate sensibilities who wanted 
to borrow would be unwillmg to make appli- 
cation to a bank whose President was the cus 
todian of State funds and who in that capacity 
bad deposited money in that bank. A Gov- 
ernor scrupulous to avoid even the faintest 
semblance of impropriety wotld have reflect- 
ed that a loan made under such circum- 
stances might be made under a sort of 
quasi-duress—that the unwillingness of the 
Treasurer to disoblige a man under whom he 
held an office might overcome the scruples of 
the President. A bank which was the depos- 
itory of State funds out of which it made a 
profit might be unwilling to refuse the d@ppli- 
cation of the Governor for feara refusal might 
mean the logs of those profits. There are 
many things a business-man can do which it 
might. net be proper fora mmaretast to do 
when he goes a-borrowing. 

It may be that the Governor has applied to 


stating whether he has asked others for loans. 
But if he has done so in only two instances 
that is two tod many. It may be that the 
* resignations’’ of the two Treasurers had 
nothing to do with the course of the banks 
with which they were connected. Admitting 
all that to be so, nevertheless the Governor 


‘did something no man in his position should 


have permitted himself to do and which no 
man jealous of his own honor would dream of

The difference between using State funds 
and borrowing from.a bank which has on de- 
posit State funds which are subject to a cer- 
tain extent to the control of the would-be bor- 
rower, the loan being made chiefly if not ex- 
clusively because such funds are deposited 
there, is clear enough to a lawyer. “There is 


. nothing illegal about asking for and receiving

AGAINST THE POOLING BILL. 

The Feoria Board of Trade, ** whose mem- 
bers handle annually a vast amount of the 
products of the farm,” has adopted resolu- 
tions— 

Most emphatically protesting against the pas- 
sage of the so-called Patterson railroad pooling 
bill in its present form or in any form giving 
atithority to the railroads of the country to form 
pools or combinations, or in other words trusts, 
beliéving said bill one of the most dangerous 
that has been up for consideration for many 
years. 


The board is of the opinion that the bill te 
legalize pooling is contrary to public policy 
and not in the interest of the people but.ex- 
clusively in that of the roads, and that if it 
were passed the people would be deprived of 
‘the benefits of railroad competition to 
which they are fairly and justly entitled,” 

Last year prior to the time when Tuz Txr. 
ung had shown what the consequences of the 
passage of the bill would be a number of 
commercial organizations were coaxed by 
rdilroad representatives into coming out in 
favor of it. They were told and believed that 
the legalization of pooling would be for the 
benefit of trade in general and: of the small 
shippers in particular. Since this paper has 
explained that the passage of this bill would 
not puta stop to discriminations, but would 
result in a general advance of rates so that 
worthless stocks might become dividend-pay- 
mg, there have been no indorsements of this 
bill by commercial bodies. Those organiza- 
tions are beginning now.to petition against 
its adoption. 

A copy of these. Peoria resolutions wili be 
sent to Senator Cullom, It is to be hoped he 
will read and heed them. They express the 
mature and final judgment of intelligent [ili 
noisans who have studied this question thor- 
oughly. It is true that Senator Cullom has 
just been reélected for a six years’ term, and 
that no. vote he may cast, no matter how dis. 
tasteful it may be to: his constituents, can 
affect his tenure of office, But he ought not 
to disregard the request.of the citizens of his 
State that he vote against a measure which 
they have become convinced will be extremely 
prejudicial to the interests of the people, 
They believe in railroad competition. Their 
Senator should not vote to deprive them of'it.

ARBITRATION ON INTER-STATE RAIL- 
WAY¥s, 


After looking very suspiciously for a time 
at the bill drafted by Attorney-General Olney 
to provide for the arbitrataon of controversies 
between railroads engaged in inter-State com- 
merce and their employés the labor leaders 
have come to the conclusion that when amend- 
ed in some respects it will not be a bad meas- 
ure. Consequently the Committee on Labor 
of ‘the House has reported back the bill in a 


settled by the award not to be raised during 
that time. He thinks the certain assurance 
that there will be peace for two years will be 
of the greatest value to the roads and to the 
employés, But the labor leaders think that 
too long a time, and they propose to substi- 
tute one year therefor. 

The Attorney-General put in his bill a pro 
vision to thé effect that— 

Whenever a controversy between a carrier sub- 
ject to this act and its employés sha’! be of such 
nature and magni as to prevent or obstruct 
or threaten to prevent or obstruct the operation 
of its railroad or substantial part thereof, 
—. ee to inflict or threaten to inflict upon 

and communities and general pub- 
y such carrier great and irreparable 
-General of the United States 


such controversy cannot be ad- 
ition. conciliation, or arbitration— 
© have the road put in the 


hands of a receiver till the controversy is set- 
tled. Therailroad company, ite employés, 
and all corporations or individuals aiding or 
abetting the latter are to be made parties to 
the bill. The courtin which the bill is filed 
is given fuli jurisdiction, and it may ‘issue or- 
ders or decrees *‘ to protect and conserve the 
public interests imvolved, and to secure the 
use and operation of the road and property in 
aid and promoton thereof.” 

This provision does not suit the labor men 
atall. They foresee some case like that of 
last summer, where there can be no arbitra- 
tion because the roads will say there is noth- 
ing to arbitrate,though the em ployés may claim 
there is. Then in the event of a strike marked 
by the features which accompany railroad 
strikes usually, the Attorney-General can take 
the road out of the hands of ite President and 
directors and place it in Those of a court, 
which will under the law have unquestioned 
power to tell the strikers to keep their hands 
off and not interfere with the receiverin his 
management of affairs. Thechiefs of “or- 
ganized labor” are not ready for that. As 
for the railroads, they have kept very quiet 
about theentire subject. Probably they are 
so taken up with the bill for the legalizing of 
pooling that they have no time to think of 
anything else. 

If this bill were to pass in its modified 
form there would be cases where either the 
reads or their employés would refuse to arbi- 
trate and where mediation or conciliation 
would be of no avail. Thus there would be 
contingencies which are not provided for. 
Nevertheless, the measure would be produc- 
tive of good. There would be some disputes 
settled by the arbitrators provided for and the 
community would be relieved to some extent 
from the losses and annoyances it is subjected 
to by reason of these railroad controversies. 


THE SHRINKAGE IN. PRICES. 
Figures published in the London Zconomist 


for Great Britain “and -in the Tribune of New 
York for that city show the changes in the 
average prices of commodities during the two 
and a quarter years that have elapsed since 
our last Presidential election.

The admissions in this case disclose that Mr. 
Greenhut at the time of his appointment was un- 
der an agreement upon the New York Stock ex- 
change to deliver upon demand 15,000 shares of 
stock of the company, and be was not the pose 
sessor of any of them. In such a situation “he 
could have but one personal interest; every ap- 
ope of the stock amounted to a large cut 
n his personal fortune, Asa receiver bis duty 
wouid be to conserve the provers and enhance 
its value; as a private individaal his interest was 
to depreciate its value, Under such circum- 
stances his acceptance of the receivership was 
simply an imposition upon the court. ' 

No Speculator Need Apply. 

Indeed, I will not knowingly accept any man as 
a receiver for any corporation who is or has 
been a speculator in its stocks. Private interests 
and official duty do not go well hand in hand. 
The interests of the man is very apt to color, if 
not overcome, the duty of the official. The need 
of the day in corporation affairs is for managers 
who have an eye single to the interests of their 
trusts. Such men will never be found as long as 
stockholders permit them to gamble upon their 
securities. Espécially is it the need of the day 
that officials who only come into contact with 
these affairs by virtue of sheir office, should keep 
clean of any personal intermediing that might, 
even remotely, tend to affect their official con- 
duct. The only safe rule is to touch not with 
private fingers that which 1s intended only for 
the official hand. For these reasons li re- 
move Mr. Greenhut. 

lam determined as far as possibile to have a 
searching inquiry into the affairs of the compa- 
ny and in the interest of the conserving and 
rounding up of its assets, and for that purpose I 
shall mame aman who has no interest with any 
official or faction in the company, and who has 
by lis experience in like situations proven him- 
self. both trustworthy and efficient.

PEORIA GLAD GREENHUT IS OUT OF IT. 


Arguments Made Why His Kemoval Will 
Help the Distillers. 

Peoria, Ill, Feb. 4,—[Special. ]—Peoria 
‘distillers, without entering into a discussion 
of the effect of the removal of President 
| Greenhut as one of the receivers of the whisky 
trust, consider it a remarkably good thing for 
the general welfare of the city. They look 
back with pride to the time when every dis- 
tilfery in Peoria ran the year around at near- 
ly its full capacity, for spirits and alcohol 
could be produced here more cheaply than at 
any other place, Since the formation of the 
trust, however, the business has been gradual- 
ly removed from Peoria, until today instead 
of thirteen distillery plants being in full 
operation there are but four, and last fall 
there was a shut-down of several months on 
account of an overproduction. The business 
of Pekin and many other cities has been slow- 
ly but surely built up at theexpense of Peoria 
and it is asserted that with a return of the old 
conditions the business will all return to 
Peoria. . 

The prediction is made thatif a new man- 
agement is secured which wil! operate the 
business for the- best interest of the stock- 
holders the business will réturn to Peoria and 
that the long idle plants will be started up. It 
is asserted that each member of the Board ci 
Directors bad a pet house which he insisted 
on running even if the goods could be manu- 
factured at less cost in this city. ; 

The question of ouster was discussed at 
length today, and the opinions expressed were 

uite varied... Many were satisfied and but 

ew could be found to complain. John Beggs, 
the Vice-President of the company, was in 
sole charge Of headquarters this afternoon. 
He deciared he had known Receiver Lawrence 
for many years and considered him a most 
excellent man. He presumed the others were 
equally so, though he did not know. He 
thought possibly tho officers would arrive 
here tomorrow, but regarding the future of 
the company he had nothing to say. John H. 
Francis, for many years one of the most 
prominent. distillers of Peoria, was satisfied 
with the ion of Judge Grosscup. 
Henry Schwabacher thought the company 
would be reorganized at the next meeting of 
the stockholders. He looked forthe election 
of an entire Board of Directors to be fol- 
lowed by new officers. Sam Woolner Jr. 
thought the receivership would résult in a 
general improvement of the distilling busi- 
ness. His uncle, Samuel Woolner Sr., was in 
Chicago watechmg the course of events. An 
officer of the company thought steps would 
be taken to secure a new Board of Directors, 
but just how this would be done he was unable 
to say.

Illinois State Game Association to Oppose 
Mis Plan... 

There was a meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee of the Illinois State Game Association 
at the Sherman House yesterday. R. G. 
Organ presided. The Law committee re- 
ported two ainendments to the present game 
law, which will be submitted to take the place 
of the measure which Game Warden Blow is 
backing. Word was received from the 
Warden he had or would change some feat- 
ures of his bill, butas it is understood he is 
still in favor of the section which allows the 
sale of game at all seasons, including even 
the nesting time, provided the game comes 
from other States, his proposed changes were 
not indorsed. The amendments to pres- 
ent law proposed are one making it illega! to 
‘sell game at any time of the year except in 

months of October, November, and De- 
cember. lIilinois killed game is not to be al. 
lowed to be sold at ail. An amendment to 
the Game Warden act provides for a Chief 
Warden and an Under Warden in each county 
where twenty-five citizens petition for one.

FIND A MISSING LINK. 


SEARCHING FOR A WEAK SPOT IW 
- QOHILDREW’S TRAINING. 


Perplexing Query Iutended te Bring to 
Light the Best Material with Which to 
Fill a Void in the Chain of Education 
Wide Gap Between the Kindergarten 
and the Pablic School Methods—Miss 
Josephine Locke’s Lucid Explanation 
Event of Interest to the Women. 


Is there a missing link in the training of 
children? If so, at what point of the intri- 
cate system? 

This rather perplexing query was anxiously 
put to-a reporter for Tuz Traisune -yes 
by a Chicago woman, the mother of three-un- 
manageable boys. ‘There is, I~ believe, a 
missing link in their educational training,” 
she continued. “ Of this fact lam convinced, 
baving studied the problem of child trainmg 
for years. My three boys, for instance, have 
had every considerate care in home and edu- 
cational life. At an early age they were 
placed in a kindergarten school, when their 
interest in kindergarten life made them all 
that could be desired in behavior. However, 
since tho lads have been promoted, as it were, 
into the public schools, they have developed 
unruly manners,” to ‘which statement the 
boys bore loud testimony by vigorously kick- 
ing on the door despite maternal expostula- 


tions. 
The thought was emphasized by the mother 


that no criticism was to be urged against the 
public school system, but, nevertheless, she 
is seeking to find that desirable something 
whith the kindergarten supplies to child 
nature and which is painfully lacking after 
the kindergarten period. 

The problem was placed before Miss 
Josephine Locke, supervisor of one of the 
important departments of our public schools, 
in the form of these three queries: 

- Ig there a missing link between the kinder- 
garten system and the manual training 
school? 

How shall a mother, an inexperienced 
mother, make up for this deficiency in the 
training of her children? 

Does thia deficiency account for the often- 
heard complaint—that kindergarten children 
in the public schools are unmanageable? 


A Knowing Woman's Explanation. 
In reply Miss Locke prepared this written 


statement: ' 

In the first place there is a distinct chasm be- 
tween the kindergarten and manual training sys- 
tem, The child outgrows the kindergarten 
about his sixth year. Manual train schools, 
properly so-called, receive him in his fourteenth 
year. Within the last few years, however, man- 
nal training has been introduced into tho sev- 
enth and eighth grades of the Chicago common 
schools. iheok twenty-one schools in Chicago 
are thus reached. Still there remains a great 
unabridged guif. Children leaving the kinder- 
garten enter the first primary grade. where there 
is no continuation of the kindergarten occupa- 
tions, no clay modeling. no paper folding, no 
weaving, no block building, no games. They 
have a little singing, a little physical drill, and a 
little nature stady. For the rest, it is learning 
the three R’s. 

The second grade, strange to say, goes back 
where the bintietearten leaves off, and continues 
its paper folding and cutting, with the stitk lay- 
ing and block building. It begins drawing with 
charcoal and in many ways seeks to revive the 
spirit of bag 3 

Third, fourth*fifth, and sixth grades continug 
drawing with paper construction until they con- 
nect with the woodwork in manual training. 
But the missing link is even greater in the spirit 
than in the letter. Legislation and public inter- 
est are steadily seeking to mediate the latter, but 
the permeating of the middle grades and the 

ears between 7 and 14 with the spirit of Froe- 

l, seizing the activity of the child and making 
it the motive power of all his work, preserving 
his spontaneity yet. at the same time, disciplin- 
ing it, developing his imagination and lifting his 
general education from a dead and lifeless for- 
malism to a breathing, pulsating nutrition—this 
is another story. 

Manual! training, per se, is not an infallible 
remedy for the ignorances of youth. A great 
deal of the manual training administered is as 
mechanicai, as cut and dried, as the work done 
in other studies. Material and conditions must 
not be mistaken for the end—they are but the 
means to the end—and if the parent or teacher 
is not himself alive; have not insight, in- 
tuition, and discernment all the training at 
lathe and bench becomes a mere automaton for 
the exercises of sinew and muscle. There is no 
quickening of mind power; there is no awaken- 
ing of soul; there is no unity established between 
the child and his environment. 

Simply bringing lathe work and bench work to 
children from 7 to 14 will not bridge over the 
whole chasm. Moreover, from a _ psychological 
standpoint the writer is convin that construc- 
tion in wood and iron can never take the place of 
working in plastic material like clay. Clay is of 
all mediums the one that can best be used to ex- 
press an unbroken sequence of thought, from the 
mud pie of a tiny urchin to the clay model of a 
MacMonnies fountain or a Quadriga. It is pre- 
eminently the medium for the development of 
the imagination. In nine cases out of ten West- 
ern nations have expressed their highest origi- 
nality through forms of clay. 


Where Parents Are Negiectful. 


In answer to the second query, it may be said 
that mothers can make up forall school short- 
comings in the training of their children by edu- 
cating themselves in the deficient studies.’ They 
should do what E. P. Powell of UClinton, N. Y., 
has done—have a workroom in their own bome, 
where clay mudeling and paper or wood construc- 
tion can be carried on under their own super- 
vision and where they can take a direct interest 
in their children’s development. No school sys- 
tem or teacher should be expected to atone for 
the neglect of parents, and public education can- 
not improve until fathers and mothers begin to 
take an interest in the soul-growth of their chil- 
dren and to lend the State a helping hand. 

As to the third question; the kindergarten is 
per se a school for child growth, for development 
of child mind along natural lines. The kinder- 
garten child touches the universe at nine points 
to the primary chiid’s one. But he can formulate 
very little, if any. What he knows cannot 

tested, weighed, or measured; it is an invisi- 
ble and not a visible product. The primary 
school, on the contrary, is first and last an in- 
formation school, where facts are ured in 
where reading and writing, the means for formal 
and social intercourse, must be acquired. The 
inquisitive, inquiring, investigating child of the 
kindergarten with its hundred and one questions, 
its determination to experiment and learn 
through its individual experience, is naturally 
outof place and in the way. It refuses obedi- 
enpe, becomes sullen and irritable ‘neath its 
self-repression. 

The average kindergarten child is entirely too 
lively for the average grade teacher, who, how- 
ever much of a genius she may be, is hampered 
by the sixty-odd pupils that demand her attention 
eapany with the new arrival. On the other hand, 
did the kindergarten child continue in his oid 
surroundings ashe grew older he would become 
as unmanageable as under the grade teacher, for 
he would outgrow them. No, it is not altogether 
the fault of the primary school but the general 
mistake of the social order that makes the kin- 
dergarten child so often an unwelcome addition. 


What Makes a Household Tease 


The same thing can be observed in the home 
where pasonte, treating the child as a purely 
hysical being, do not develop its mental powers, 
ea lest its health might be injured. And so 
the child mentally outgrows its pabulum and be- 
comes restless and dissatisfied, a household 
tease. | am persuaded it is not withholding 
mental food, but administering the right kind, 
suited to the age and individuality of the child, 
in the right manner, that is the cure for the fickle- 
ness, the restlessness, and mischief incident to 
every heaithy child.
